The «date of ‘breeiling carefully 
recorded makes it possible to get the 
in the farrowing pen two or 
three days before the litter is due 
to arrive so that she may -become 
accustomed to the surroundings and 
the attendant. The average of a 
lange nuniber of gestation periods of 
sows rangé between 113 to 115 
days. In any case, the sow may well 
be put in as soon as her teats begin 
to fill. When she is noticed arrang- 
ing her bed, she may be expected to 
farrow within 12 hours. At the Do- 
minion Experimenta) Station at 
Scott, Sask. rather short chaffy 
straw is used at farnrowing time and 
while the pigs are young. Very 
young pigs may become entangled in 
long coarse straw and be crushed by 
the mother. If the sow is nervous or 
awkward the pigs -may be taken 
away as ‘they are born and placed 
in a box. If the box is kept covered 
they will be warm until farrowing 
is completed and may be carefully 
returned to the mother one at a 
time . A rail or fender around the 
walls of the pen often saves pigs 
from ‘being crushed against the wall 
by careless sows. At birth, pigs 
usually ,have long temporary teeth 
at the sides of the mouth (wolf 
teeth). These should be broken off 
or clipped to save the sow’s teats 
from becoming sore.

SIGHT CONSERVATION 

“OF all sad words of tongue or 
pen, the saddest are these: ‘It might 
have been’.” These words can be 
suitably quoted to express our feel- 
ings with regard to the  sightless 
eyes which might now see if only 
certain things had been done at the 
right time. z 

Sight conservation begins before 
the birth of the child. Gonorrhoea in 
the mother may result in the infec- 
tion of the child’s eyes with the 
same - disease during. birth. [his 
means ophthalmia neonatorum, 4a 
disease of the eyes of. the new-born 
that causes blindness unless prompt 
and effective treatment'is given. + 

Fortunately, the 
of placing a few dtops of silver; 
nitrate solution in the eyes of the | 
child destroys any di¥ease-producing 
bacteria which may have ‘gained 
entrance as the child ‘passed through 
the birth canal. This. procedure is 
required as a routine practice in 
many places. As a result blindness 
from this cause has been greatly re- 
duced during the past decade. 

The eyes are so placed that the 
bony structure of the ‘brow and 
cheek saves them from many injur- 
les. ‘The eyelids act as shields and 
protegtors. The kinds of accidents 
which may lead to eye injuries are 


almost infinite in their variety. 
Sight may be so damaged through 
accident that there is no hope be 
saving it, but more often is sight | 


Jost through failure to secure skilled 
care, than as a direct result of the | 
injury. 

Thus it will be seen that partial 
or complete loss of sight could be 
avoided, in many cases, either 
through preventive measures for the

ELIMINATION OF BODY WASTES 


“Elimination” as the physician uses the term, means the disposal 
of the sewage of the body—the carrying out from the system of wastes 
that are of no further possible use, and, that are most times positively 
harmful when retained. I believe we may set faulty elimination as the 
origin of most disease conditions 


Poison carried out of the body can do no more harm. The harm 
they have already set up, usually subsides rapidly when the otfender is 
removed. Hence the common practice of physicians: first of giving a 
'pood cathartic, and allowing plenty of water to stimulate the kidneys 


to their utmost capacity. At the same time the wise doctor limits the 
intake of solid food, to prevent more overloading of an already over- 
taxed system, 

When the elimination organs are working properly, one seldom gets 
sick. These are the bowels, kidneys, skin and lungs. The latter three 
are not understood by laymen as they should be. If a liver is overloaded 


with work (from too much starches and sugars), the kidneys may 
attempt to carry off excess waste matters, as evidence by heavy, red 
output of fluid—and, in time, it may break down if the condition is not 
attended to. Long-continued, dark-red, burning kidney excretion should 
at once take the victim to his physician, who may discover, not the 
kidneys at fadlt, but deficient intake of water, or a loaded liver. In 
either event it is faulty elimination. 

[wo things should always be observed by men and women: the 
intake of solid food, and the elimination of the waste products which 
must go on in consequence. One cannot take heavy cieele three times a 
day without a maximum of elimination through bowels and kidnevs. 
The lungs and skin may carry off soluble and gaseous poisons, but can- 


not do the work of the principal sewers.
